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THE Tourism OfÏce is pleased to announce that on October 
17th, they presented and delivered the plan & budget for 
2024 to the Minister of Tourism. This event took place in 
Cocolishi in the presence of various members of the A.T.A. 
Supervisory Board, as well as the CEO. 


The process to arrive at a plan and budget involves consul- 
tations with different parties. In recent months, A.T.A. held 
extensive meetings with local teams and market opera- 
tions teams. They conducted various studies and listened to 
recommendations from tourism partners, including AHATA. 
According to the law, A.T.A. submitted its budget and plan 
to the Supervisory Board before September, ultimately 
presenting it to the Minister of Tourism. 


To determine the best strategy for the coming year, it is 
important to consider both external and internal factors, as 
well as travel trends in different markets. For 2024, a 6% 
growth in “Tourism Receipts,” which is the direct income 
from tourism to Aruba, is projected. 


This is equivalent to 5.2 billion florins, which will circulate in 
Aruba’s economy. As for the number of tourists, the goal is 
to stabilize it, aiming for a moderate 3% increase compared 
to 2023. Comparing the last decade to 2023 with 2013, it 
can be concluded that “Tourism Receipts” grew by 80%, 
while the number of visitors increased by 23%. 


The comprehensive strategy continues to focus on increasing 
the value of tourism relative to volume. The plan and budget 
for 2024 include market diversification, with a stable North 
American market and a growing Latin American market, 
among others. The strategy also targets the development of 
the Swiss market. 


Attention is paid to Aruba’s products, following the “High 
Value – Low Impact” model of tourism development, empha- 
sizing economic contribution, offering a high-quality visitor 
experience, considering the well-being of our residents, and 
protecting our natural environment. 


The budget includes collaboration with organizations such 
as the Aruba Excellence Foundation, Aruba Hospitality & 
Security Foundation, and the Fundacion Parke Nacional 
Aruba, with investments in services, hospitality, training, 
safety, and environmental protection. Emphasis is also 
placed on our culture, including Carnival 70 and the Bon 
Bini Festival, as well as the quality of our beaches and the 
upgrade of our tourism products. 
Revenues are projected to remain at the same level as in 
2023, with a continued focus on positioning Aruba interna- 
tionally and guiding sustainable local development through 
the mentioned projects, research, and advice and recom- 
mendations.

WITHIN the framework of the “critical functions 
2022” vacancies that the Ministry of Justice possesses, 
recently, Minister of Justice Shalten Hato proposed 
during the Council of Ministers a new commander to 
lead and guide the fire department, which began on 
October 16, 2023. 
Mr. Jair Tromp has been appointed as an ofÏcial in the 
position of commander for the Curacao Fire Department 
following a successful application process in which he 
excelled. Mr. Tromp previously served as the General 
Commander of the fire departments in the BES islands. 


Originally from his birthplace, Aruba, where he also 
worked extensively, Mr. Tromp possesses a broad knowl- 
edge of firefighting and will undoubtedly be a valu- 
able addition to the development of the Curacao Fire 
Department. 


As the new commander, Mr. Tromp will be respon- 
sible, among other duties, for the implementation of 
the so-called “Fire Department Strengthening Plan” 
(Verstevigingsplan Brandweer). 


This plan will address the following areas of focus: 
1. Organization and function, 
2. Legal position arrangements,

Aruba is a touristic island, we live for tourism, 
but tomorrow is a special day. 
What would you like to share with our readers 
and what is Aruban tourism to you? 


It’s common knowledge that tourism is the pillar of our 
economy. Many people underestimate what comes with 
working in tourism. Working in hospitality to me, is a complete 
production. As an individual you must decide whether you 
are more of an in front or behind the curtain individual. 
Both are equally important. The staff you don’t see walking 
around, are working just as hard behind closed doors to 
ensure everything is taken care of for you before you even 
arrive and while you are inhouse with us. Hospitality isn’t 
just about being visible to me, it’s about making sure that 
it’s a seamless transition for guests to have the best time 
of their lives with us and to make it memorable for them. 
We’re all humans, everybody can have a bad day, but when 
working in hospitality it is expected of you to leave that at 
the doorstep when starting your shift. 
If you work in hospitality this is really something to under- 
stand and live by. We do not know what kind of day our 
guests had prior to arriving, the trouble they went through 
to get here, a delay in their flight, you name it. So, when 
they arrive, it’s your job to make them feel as comfortable 
and welcome as possible. It’s not always easy to do, but I 
feel if you really love your job, if you love what you do and 
are passionate about making people’s day better, it should 
come naturally. Therefore, it’s important for everybody who 
works or is thinking about working is hospitality to decide 
whether you are more of an in front or in the back minded 


individual. Aruba offers many options to travelers, from time 
share to all inclusive hotels. But I strongly feel that what we 
do here at Casa del Mar, is different. We recently celebrated 
a 45th work anniversary of one of my employees; she has 
been here from the beginning. She knows all our members, 
their history and it’s fun that our members stop by every 
year to greet her and have a little chat. It makes it so much 
more personal and rewarding to establish these exchanges, 
in energy, knowledge and experiences. To me, that’s what 
hospitality is all about. 
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EIGHTEEN years after Natalee Holloway was allegedly 
killed during a high school graduation trip to Aruba, her 
family may finally get answers. According to a statement by 
the family’s attorney, John Kelly, he informed the press that 
Joran van der Sloot, the prime suspect in Natalee’s disap- 
pearance, has reached a plea deal with authorities in a sepa- 
rate extortion case. 


This agreement stipulates that Joran van der Sloot must 
reveal details about Natalee Holloway’s death. None of the 
other parties, including the prosecutor or van der Sloot’s 
public defender, have commented on this. The attorney 
explained that the deal is conditional on the revelation 
of details about how Natalee died and how her body was 
disposed of. 
However, the attorney, John Kelly, expressed concerns that 
van der Sloot might once again provide false information. 
In the United States, he has not been charged with murder. 
Natalee Holloway’s body was never found, but van der Sloot 
extorted her family, demanding $250,000 in exchange for 
information about her disappearance, apparently providing 
false information after they paid part of the sum. 


The attorney also informed the press that “there will be no 
more investigations or searches... for Natalee’s remains” 
after Joran, 36 years old, ofÏcially agrees to the proposed 
plea deal. The reason behind this decision, according to the 
family’s attorney, will become clear after the court appear- 
ance on October 18. 


He added that the deal is based on the FBI’s confirmation 
that the information provided by Joran aligns, as he changed 
his story multiple times. Joran van der Sloot was impris- 
oned in Peru for the murder of Stephanie Flores, and he was 
transported to the United States for extortion and electronic 
fraud charges. In his initial court appearance upon arriving 
in the U.S., he pleaded not guilty. 


It is not yet known for which specific charges or if he will 
plead guilty to both, but the hearing is scheduled for today 
in the afternoon. 
In May 2005, Natalee Holloway traveled to Aruba with a 
group of her high school classmates to spend a few days on 
vacation before entering college. The photo with her friends 
on an Aruban beach was the last one taken of her, as on 
May 30, 2005, night, nothing more was heard from her after 
she left a nightclub with Joran van der Sloot and the Kalpoe 
brothers, Satish and Deepak. 


Authorities Hope Joran Finally Reveals 
the Truth About Natalee in Court 
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ARUBA, a picturesque Caribbean island known for its pris- 
tine beaches and vibrant tourism industry, is not immune 
to the global issue of human trafÏcking. The fight against 
human trafÏcking in Aruba presents unique challenges due 
to its specific socio-economic and geographical conditions. 
In recent years, the Aruban government and various orga- 
nizations have been collaborating to address this pressing 
issue and protect vulnerable individuals. 


Tourism-Centric Economy and Vulnerabilities 
Aruba’s economy heavily relies on tourism, a sector that 
can be susceptible to human trafÏcking for sexual exploi- 
tation. The transient nature of the tourism industry allows 
trafÏckers to exploit the island’s resources. The high volume 
of tourists can make it challenging for authorities to identify 
and combat trafÏcking activities effectively. 


Geographical Location and Transnational Networks 
Aruba’s geographical location, situated near South America 
and as an autonomous Dutch territory, makes it an attrac- 
tive location for trafÏcking routes. The transnational nature 
of human trafÏcking often involves international criminal 
networks. Aruba’s small size and limited resources can pose 
difÏculties in investigating and disrupting these networks 
effectively. 


Efforts to Combat TrafÏcking 
The Aruban government has taken steps to strengthen its 
legal framework to combat human trafÏcking. It has crim- 


inalized all forms of trafÏcking and improved the enforce- 
ment of anti-trafÏcking laws. Comprehensive victim support 
services, including shelter, counseling, and legal assistance, 
have been put in place. 


International Collaboration and Public Awareness 
Collaboration with international organizations and neigh- 
boring countries is a crucial aspect of Aruba’s anti-trafÏcking 
efforts. This includes sharing intelligence and resources to 
combat transnational trafÏcking networks. Public aware- 
ness campaigns, law enforcement training, and educational 
programs have been initiated to prevent trafÏcking and iden- 
tify potential victims. 


Community Involvement and Reporting Mechanisms 
Engaging the local community and partnering with non- 
governmental organizations is vital in the fight against traf- 
ficking. Communities can play a key role in both prevention 
and supporting victims. Establishing mechanisms for the 
public to report suspicious activities related to trafÏcking 
aids law enforcement efforts, ensuring that the battle against 
human trafÏcking remains a collective effort. 


In the face of unique challenges, Aruba is determined 
to combat human trafÏcking and protect the vulnerable. 
The government and local organizations are dedicated to 
creating a safer environment for everyone on the island, 
sending a strong message that trafÏcking will not be toler- 
ated in this Caribbean paradise.

Getting Ready for this year’s Big Live Nature Quiz 
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IN the aftermath of an overnight manhunt, Belgian authori- 
ties have confirmed the demise of the suspected gunman 
responsible for a terrorist attack that claimed the lives of 
two Swedish nationals. Although the identity of the suspect 
remains undisclosed, swift action by the police has brought 
the episode to an end. 


The Belgian federal prosecutor’s ofÏce reported on Tuesday 
that a witness first spotted the suspect within a cafe in 
Schaerbeek, a municipality in Brussels. The witness imme- 
diately alerted the authorities. An “intervention” by the 
police followed, resulting in the suspect’s use of a military 
weapon, which triggered a confrontation with law enforce- 
ment. Despite attempts to resuscitate him, the suspect ulti- 
mately succumbed to his injuries. This episode was marked 
by a rapid and decisive response, leaving the café where the 
suspect was found secured by law enforcement. 


Efforts to obtain further information regarding the case are 
ongoing, with inquiries directed to the ofÏces of Belgium’s 
Prime Minister, Interior Minister, and Federal Prosecutor. 
The assailant’s actions unfolded during a Euro 2024 quali- 
fier soccer game between Belgium and Sweden at the King 
Baudouin Stadium, located approximately 3 miles (5 kilome- 
ters) from central Brussels. The nature of the attack forced 
the match’s abandonment at halftime. 


Subsequently, the stadium was evacuated, and fans were 
advised to return home without delay. 
In a video posted on social media, the gunman identi- 
fied himself, proclaiming allegiance to the Islamic State. 
Belgium’s federal prosecutor’s ofÏce confirmed that the 
Swedish nationality of the victims was a probable motivating 
factor for the attack. Notably, there are presently no indica- 
tions of a connection to the Israeli-Palestinian situation. 


This incident comes amid a backdrop of Quran-burning 
protests that have recently taken place in Sweden and 
Denmark. These events have ignited demonstrations 
across several Muslim-majority nations, amplifying security 
concerns and prompting introspection on the need to review 
the liberal freedom of speech laws in both Scandinavian 
countries. 


A witness who observed the attack disclosed that they heard 
the initial gunshot, followed by a fleeing couple and a swiftly 
departing white car. The assailant then entered a building, 
fired two shots at a man, and subsequently departed the 


scene. 


Belgian authorities have unequivocally condemned the 
attack, and Belgium’s Foreign Minister, Hadja Lahbib, 
emphasized the necessity to marshal all available resources 
to confront radicalism. 
In response to the incident, the terror threat level in Brussels 
was raised to the highest level of 4. France’s Interior Ministry 
also intensified border checks at the Franco-Belgian border, 
illustrating a coordinated security response. The mayor 
of Brussels, Philippe Close, confirmed the presence of law 
enforcement ofÏcers patrolling the city’s streets, ensuring 
safety and public order. 


Belgium’s Prime Minister, Alexander De Croo, extended 
his condolences to the relatives of the victims. He further 
expressed that priority is now focused on supporting the 
affected families. Additionally, he asserted the importance 
of ensuring the safe repatriation of Swedish soccer fans. 
Sweden’s Prime Minister, Ulf Kristersson, conveyed his appre- 
ciation for the international solidarity extended to Sweden 
during this trying period. He reafÏrmed their commitment to 
unified action against terrorism while mourning the tragic 
loss of life. 


Belgian Police Fatally Shoot Suspected Gunman in 
Brussels Following Attack on Swedish Nationals 
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INDIA’S Supreme Court has delivered a significant ruling, 
declining to legalize same-sex marriages. Although this 
verdict represents a setback for campaigners seeking 
marriage equality under Indian law, the court has under- 
lined the rights of the LGBTQ community to live free from 
prejudice and discrimination. 


The verdict was delivered by a five-judge constitution bench 
led by Chief Justice D. Y. Chandrachud, with the proceed- 
ings streamed live across India and attracting crowds of 
supporters outside the court. Chief Justice Chandrachud 
stated that queerness is a “natural phenomenon” and urged 
the government to ensure that the “queer community is not 
discriminated against due to their gender identity or sexual 
orientation.” 


Justice S. Ravindra Bhat emphasized that LGBTQ couples’ 
right to choose their partners was not contested, afÏrming 
their entitlement to celebrate their commitment “in which- 
ever way they wish within the social realm.” However, he clar- 
ified that this does not grant legal entitlement to a formal 
union or relationship. 


Bhat further called for the formation of a “high-powered 
committee” to assess laws that indirectly discriminate 
against LGBTQ couples by denying them “compensatory 
benefits or social welfare entitlements” typically associated 


with legal marriage. These discriminatory laws limit LGBTQ 
couples’ access to legal benefits, including those related to 
adoption, insurance, and inheritance. 


Over a dozen petitioners had challenged India’s marriage 
laws, presenting their case to the Supreme Court during 
hearings in April and May. While the ruling may have disap- 
pointed some petitioners, they remain committed to their 
cause and hope for progress in the future. 
The ruling government, led by the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP), had opposed calls for the legalization of same-sex 
marriages, characterizing it as an “urban” and “elitist” 
concept misaligned with the country’s social values. 


Outside the Supreme Court, LGBTQ activists gathered to 
hear the verdict. Responses to the ruling varied, with some 
celebrating it as a progressive step while others deemed it 
insufÏcient. The verdict was perceived by some as a diplo- 
matic compromise designed to please all parties involved. 


This landmark judgment, while not legalizing same-sex 
marriage, has provided an important platform for educating 
legislators and citizens about LGBTQ issues and human 
rights. 
In summary, India’s Supreme Court has declined to legalize 
same-sex marriage, but it has reinforced the importance of 
protecting LGBTQ rights and fighting discrimination. 


India’s Supreme Court Rejects Legalization of 
Same-Sex Marriage, Emphasizes LGBTQ Rights 
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AMID the ongoing conflict in Gaza, Palestinian-Americans 
are grappling with incredibly difÏcult decisions. Jason 
Shawa, one of an estimated 500-600 Palestinian-Americans 
in Gaza, faces an unimaginable choice. The only one in his 
family with a U.S. passport, he can apply for visas for his 
immediate family but would have to leave his extended rela- 
tives behind. The situation is complicated by the uncertain 
conditions at the crossing into Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula and 
concerns for his children’s safety. 


Abdulla Okal, residing in New Jersey, is anxiously watching 
from afar as his wife and their three young U.S. citizen chil- 
dren are stranded in Gaza. Haneen, his wife, aims to leave 
with their daughters, leaving her parents and most siblings 
behind. Nabil Alshurafa, an American medical researcher, 
worries for his mother, Naela Elshorafa, who is now trapped 
in Gaza, with her departure uncertain, potentially leaving 
her brothers, sisters, and mother behind. 


These Palestinian-Americans, like many others in Gaza, 
have been seeking ways to leave but have received limited 
support from U.S. Embassy ofÏcials. U.S. authorities have 
been working to establish a humanitarian corridor for safe 
evacuation from Gaza, but Egyptian authorities have not yet 
opened the Rafah crossing. The situation is further compli- 


cated by Israeli airstrikes in the region. 
The uncertainty surrounding exit options and the chal- 
lenging decisions facing these Palestinian-Americans under- 
score the desperate and heartbreaking circumstances they 
find themselves in. 


Palestinian-Americans in Gaza Face 
Heart-Wrenching Choices Amid Conflict 
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IN a significant development, the 
European Council has reached a 
consensus on a proposal to enhance 
CO2 emission standards for heavy- 
duty vehicles. The primary objective of 
these proposed regulations is to further 
reduce carbon dioxide emissions in the 
road transport sector, aligning with 
the European Union’s commitment 
to combat climate change. The plan 
also establishes new emission reduc- 
tion targets for 2030, 2035, and 2040, 
bringing the EU closer to its ambitious 
climate goals. 


The proposal is designed to promote a 
greater adoption of zero-emission vehi- 
cles within the EU’s heavy-duty vehicle 
fleet while preserving and enhancing 
innovation and competitiveness in the 
sector. 


Key Changes Agreed by the Council: 
1. Expanded Scope: The regulation will 
now encompass nearly all new heavy- 
duty vehicles, including smaller trucks, 
urban buses, coaches, and trailers, 
subjecting them to emission reduction 
targets. Some exemptions are made 
for specific vehicle categories, such as 
small-volume manufacturers and vehi- 
cles used in mining, forestry, agricul- 
ture, and public services. 
2. New Emission Reduction Targets: 
The 
Council 
has 
maintained 
the 
Commission’s proposed targets, intro- 
ducing a 45% reduction in emissions 
by 2030 (increased from 30%), a 65% 
reduction by 2035, and a substantial 
90% reduction by 2040. 
3. Zero-Emission Target for Urban 
Buses: The proposal includes a 100% 
zero-emission target for urban buses 
by 2035, with an intermediate goal of 
85% by 2030. Inter-urban buses are 
exempt from this target. 
4. Review Clause: The effectiveness 
and impact of the new regulation will 


be assessed by the Commission in 
2027, one year earlier than initially 
suggested. This review will include an 
assessment of recharging and refueling 
infrastructure for alternative fuels and 
the role of a carbon correction factor in 
transitioning to zero-emission mobility 
in the heavy-duty vehicle sector. 


These 
changes 
strike 
a 
balance 
between reducing the climate impact 
of the heavy-duty vehicle sector and 
allowing member states some flex- 
ibility in implementing the amended 
regulation. The European Council aims 
to bolster innovation and competitive- 
ness while addressing environmental 
concerns. 


This general approach adopted by the 
Council will serve as the basis for nego- 
tiations with the European Parliament 
to finalize the legislation. The collab- 


orative efforts are aimed at advancing 
the EU’s commitment to a greener and 
healthier environment while securing 
the competitiveness of the industry. 


The heavy-duty vehicle sector plays 
a significant role in the EU’s carbon 
emissions, making these revised regu- 
lations a crucial step towards achieving 
the EU’s climate goals. This proposal, 
while not part of the ‘Fit for 55’ package, 
aligns with the EU’s objective to reduce 
net greenhouse gas emissions by at 
least 55% by 2030 compared to 1990 
levels, ultimately aiming for climate 
neutrality by 2050. 


The European Council’s commitment to 
stringent CO2 emission standards for 
heavy-duty vehicles demonstrates a 
resolute dedication to a more sustain- 
able and eco-friendly future for the 
European Union. 


EU Council Agrees on Stricter CO2 Emission 
Standards for Heavy-Duty Vehicles 
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IN the wake of growing concerns over 
the Israel-Gaza conflict and its poten- 
tial to spiral into a broader crisis, EU 
leaders are set to hold an emergency 
summit on Tuesday. This gathering 
aims to harmonize the EU’s response 
to the ongoing conflict, following a 
week marked by internal divisions and 
discord. 


The 
European 
Council 
President, 
Charles Michel, issued a joint statement 
on Sunday, after a weekend of relentless 
outreach to all 27 EU member states. 
However, the bloc’s efforts to present 
a united front have been hampered by 
recent disputes regarding funding for 
Palestine and Ursula von der Leyen’s 
visit to Israel. 


There are apprehensions that the 
conflict’s fallout could weaken the EU’s 
support coalition in the global south, 
including nations in Africa, the Middle 
East, and Asia, and potentially hinder 
the progress of the Ukrainian peace 
process. 


In response to these concerns, member 
states have escalated efforts to main- 
tain a coordinated foreign policy. A 
video conference has been scheduled 
for Friday to advance plans for human- 
itarian aid and address related matters. 


The call for this emergency summit 
comes in the wake of missteps in 
Brussels 
during 
the 
past 
week. 
Criticism has emerged over President 
Von der Leyen’s statements regarding 
Israel. Initially, she emphasized Israel’s 
right to self-defense against terrorist 
attacks, only later urging compliance 
with international law. 


This omission sparked anger in some 
member states, while others voiced 
their discontent over perceived over- 


reach and the Commission’s failure to 
consult on such a pivotal foreign policy 
issue. 


These 
divisions 
echoed 
similar 
disputes a month ago, when the EU’s 
High Representative for Foreign Policy, 
Josep Borrell, expressed concerns over 
a migration pact with Tunisia, which 
was negotiated without prior consulta- 
tion with member states. 


Moreover, a lack of coordination during 
a crisis, as observed in the past week, 
has intensified tensions. President 
Michel was displeased with being 
excluded from Von der Leyen’s Israel 
visit and not being consulted about it. 
Notably, the European Council holds 
the legal mandate for shaping foreign 
policy. 


Von der Leyen’s supporters argue that 
Borrell was strongly encouraged to visit 
Israel but was unavailable due to a trip 
to China. They pointed out that there 
were no objections to her advocacy for 
sanctions or her visit to Ukraine after 
Russia’s invasion. 


The EU, having recently tripled its 
humanitarian funding for the Middle 


East, is prepared to provide swift 
support, including the potential estab- 
lishment of refugee camps in Egypt. 
In acknowledgment of recent errors, 
such as the unilateral announce- 
ment by Hungary’s Commissioner for 
Enlargement and Neighborhood to 
halt payments to Palestine without 
consulting fellow commissioners, Von 
der Leyen’s ofÏce is working to rectify 
these mistakes. 


Concerns are also focused on EU citi- 
zens held by Hamas and the approxi- 
mately 1,000 EU civilians in Gaza, many 
of whom are associated with NGOs. 
There are worries about increased 
anti-Semitism and hate crimes within 
the EU. 


Ukraine remains a major source of 
concern, with the EU and the United 
States 
continuing 
their 
support. 
However, a broader conflict in the 
Middle East poses challenges, including 
competition for military support and 
political attention. 


As EU leaders grapple with these issues, 
they aim to present a unified response 
to address the Israel-Gaza conflict and 
mitigate its wider implications. 


EU Leaders to Convene Emergency Meeting 
for Unified Response on Israel-Hamas Conflict 
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THE Texas Rangers continued their impressive postseason 
performance with a tense 5-4 victory in Game 2 at Minute 
Maid Park, pushing the Houston Astros into a challenging 
playoff position they seldom encounter. 


In this October filled with high-stakes moments, the Rangers 
have consistently prevailed in these pivotal situations.

The Astros appeared poised for a turnaround in the fifth 
inning, loading the bases with no outs, putting enormous 
pressure on Texas pitcher Nathan Eovaldi. Eovaldi, however, 
executed a remarkable escape act, striking out two Astros 
hitters and forcing a groundout to extinguish the threat. 


The game took another intense turn in the bottom of the 
eighth, as Houston’s Yordan Alvarez launched his second 
homer of the night, narrowing the Rangers’ lead to just one 
run. Rangers manager Bruce Bochy made a pivotal decision, 
inserting closer Jose Leclerc for a four-out save attempt. 


Leclerc faced adversity, walking two Astros hitters. But an 


important play unfolded when Chas McCormick hit a ground 
ball to third baseman Josh Jung, who had earlier made an 
error. The ball ricocheted off Jung’s glove, hung momentarily 
in the air, but Jung recovered to make the crucial forceout, 
ending the inning. 
Leclerc returned for the ninth inning, showcasing resilience 
by retiring the Astros and securing the victory. 


The Texas Rangers have embarked on a historic journey, 
winning seven consecutive games in this postseason, 
including six on the road. They are now in territory only the 
2014 Royals and 2005 White Sox have reached. Moreover, 
they’ve placed the Astros in an unusual 0-2 series hole. 
Although the Astros, with their history of success, are unlikely 
to panic, the Texas Rangers have demonstrated remarkable 
resilience and poise throughout this postseason. 


Game 3 is scheduled at Globe Life Field, with the Rangers set 
to start ace Max Scherzer, marking his postseason debut, 
while the Astros will send Cristian Javier to the mound. 


In the face of unpredictable October moments, the Astros 
remain determined and focused, not allowing the pressure 
to affect their mindset. 
The outcome of this playoffs series continues to be uncer- 
tain, emphasizing the unpredictability and excitement of 
postseason baseball. 


Texas Rangers Seize 2-0 ALCS Lead After 
Nail-Biting Victory Over Houston Astros 
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IN a historic move, the International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) has given its resounding approval for the inclusion 
of five additional sports in the Olympic Games Los Angeles 
2028 (LA28). This momentous announcement, delivered 
during the 141st IOC Session, brings a fresh wave of opti- 
mism and excitement.

He recog- 
nizes that the Olympic sport program mirrors this vision. 
Wasserman also hints at groundbreaking collaborations 
with major professional leagues, promising to unlock vast 
opportunities to amplify the Olympic and Paralympic narra- 


tives, captivating a broader audience. 


The selection of these sports is a testament to a thoughtful 
and meticulous process, guided by predefined evaluation 
criteria, including a strong commitment to gender equality. 
This process involved extensive consultation with a diverse 
array of sports communities, both within the United States 
and across the globe. The chosen sports, some of which are 
beloved in the United States, will undoubtedly add to the 
distinctive charm of the Olympic Games LA28. 


Additionally, the IOC Session greenlights the inclusion of 
modern pentathlon, an exceptional sport that has embraced 
innovation by replacing horse riding with obstacle racing. 
The International Modern Pentathlon Union (UIPM) has 
tirelessly worked to streamline costs and complexity. 
Weightlifting also secures its spot in LA28, backed by the 
International Weightlifting Federation’s (IWF) commitment 
to bolster its anti-doping efforts and governance. 


Remarkably, the IOC has put the discussion regarding the 
inclusion of boxing on hold, demonstrating a thoughtful 
approach as it seeks a governing body for Olympic boxing. 
With these exhilarating additions, the LA28 Olympic program 
enters a promising new chapter. Detailed event programs 
and athlete quotas will be revealed after the Paris 2024 
Games. The IOC’s dedication to ensuring reasonable athlete 
quotas for the Olympic Games LA28 stands as a beacon of 
hope for athletes and fans alike.

Bright Prospects as IOC Welcomes 
Five New Sports to LA28 Olympics 
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IN what was anticipated to be a closely contested NLCS, the 
Philadelphia Phillies displayed their dominance against the 
Arizona Diamondbacks. The Phillies, hailed as heavy favor- 
ites entering this series, have now reafÏrmed their standing 
as the team to beat, thanks to an impressive display of power 
at Citizens Bank Park. 


The Phillies set the tone early, bombarding Arizona starter 
Zac Gallen with an onslaught of home runs. Kyle Schwarber 
initiated the barrage, crushing a first-pitch home run with a 
staggering 117 mph exit velocity, immediately putting the 
Phillies on the board. Bryce Harper followed suit, launching 
another first-pitch home run, leaving the Diamondbacks 
reeling. In the second inning, Nick Castellanos joined the 
home run parade, tying Reggie Jackson’s record of five home 
runs over three postseason games, all achieved against 
Gallen. 


Pitcher Zack Wheeler, a key component of the Phillies’ playoff 
push, delivered a stellar performance, maintaining control 
into the sixth inning and retiring 15 consecutive batters at 
one point. The Diamondbacks showed resilience, making an 
earnest attempt at a comeback, but the odds were stacked 


against them. 


Prior to the series, it was acknowledged that the 
Diamondbacks needed a strong showing in games started 
by Gallen and Merrill Kelly, considering their reliance on 
bullpen depth in Games 3 and 4. However, with a loss in a 
Gallen-started game, the Diamondbacks now face an uphill 
battle. Meanwhile, the Phillies’ offense remains ablaze, solid- 
ifying their place in postseason history by becoming the first 
team to hit 12 home runs in a three-game span. 
Citizens Bank Park served as an exuberant backdrop to this 
Phillies victory, underscoring the unmistakable home-field 
advantage the team enjoys. Over the past two years, the 
Phillies have boasted an 11-2 postseason record at Citizens 
Bank Park, and their October streak remains unbroken with 
a perfect 5-0 record this year. 


In a series that promised excitement and unpredictability, 
the Phillies have sent a resounding message to the league. 
With their powerful hitting and unwavering fan support, the 
Phillies are not only asserting their dominance in this NLCS 
but also their status as formidable contenders for the cham- 
pionship. 


Phillies Secure Convincing Victory 
over Diamondbacks in NLCS 
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RENOWNED aircraft engine manufacturer Rolls-Royce has 
unveiled a strategic initiative to slash its global workforce by 
up to 2,500 positions, marking a pivotal move to streamline 
its operations and confront a period of sustained underper- 
formance. 


This venerable British engineering company, responsible for 
crafting engines for Boeing and Airbus aircraft, has stated 
that these reductions are part of a broader restructuring 
effort aimed at “eliminating redundancy and achieving cost- 
efÏciency.” These organizational changes will result in the 
elimination of approximately 2,000 to 2,500 jobs from its 
worldwide workforce of 42,000, signifying a 6% reduc- 
tion. Notably, Rolls-Royce distinguishes itself from Rolls- 
Royce Motor Cars, a wholly owned subsidiary of BMW, the 
two companies having separated in the 1970s despite their 
shared name. 


CEO Tufan Erginbilgic afÏrmed, “We are shaping Rolls-Royce 
for the future. This entails creating a more streamlined and 
efÏcient organization that can deliver value to our clients, 
partners, and shareholders.” 


This restructuring endeavor constitutes the latest in a series 
of attempts by the company to reposition itself. During the 
COVID-19 pandemic, Rolls-Royce had set an initial target of 
shedding at least 9,000 jobs due to the sharp downturn in 
air travel. In 2018, it had also initiated a plan to eliminate 
4,600 positions in pursuit of cost savings. 


Erginbilgic, who assumed the position of CEO in January 


following a tenure of over two decades at BP, has been 
straightforward in his assessment of the aerospace and 
defense firm’s performance. He described the business as 
a “burning platform” and acknowledged its lagging position 
compared to key competitors, further noting its impact on 
shareholder value. 
“Rolls-Royce has been underperforming for an extended 
period,” he stated during the annual shareholder meeting in 
May. “Cash generation has been unsatisfactory, and our debt 
remains too high. A significant portion of our gross profit is 
allocated to covering overheads and interest payments.” 


Under the plan disclosed on Tuesday, teams working on 
product safety and engineering standards will be integrated 
into a unified unit, while back-ofÏce functions encom- 
passing finance, legal, and human resources will be consoli- 
dated. The restructuring will also see the departure of Chief 
Technology OfÏcer Grazia Vittadini in April 2024. 


Investors responded positively to the changes, briefly 
boosting the stock by more than 2% during early trading. 
Rolls-Royce shares have surged by over 200% over the past 
year, marking the most robust performance in London’s 
FTSE 100 index. 


According to Victoria Scholar, the Head of Investment at 
Interactive Investor, “Erginbilgic’s tenure couldn’t be off to 
a better start,” highlighting the remarkable surge in profits 
during the first half and the success of the transformation 
program in conjunction with an uptick in international flying 
post-pandemic and increased defense expenditures. 


Rolls-Royce Announces Global Workforce 
Reduction in Effort to Rejuvenate Business
